THE EASTERN SITUATION. 


Affairs Again Wearing a Serious Aspect-- 
Russia Apparently Preparing for a Tus- 
ale With Turkey--The Proposed Imperial 
Pleasure Trip and Its Significance--The 
‘Extreme Pressure” Under Which the 
King of Greece Submits to the Will of the 
Powers. 

LONDON, March 22.—The situation in 
he East is again becoming serious. This 
ime it is not the Balkan states that are 
hreatening trouble,for the belligerent or- 
ler of Servia and Buigaria and the aspi- 
ations of Greece have alike been throt- 
Ted by the powers. The disturbing fac- 
or now 1s the captiousand bullying atti- 
ude of Russia regarding the Turco-Bul- 
rarian treaty. A few days ago she ob- 
ected to the designation of the ruler of 
Tastern Roumelia, as ‘Prince Alexander 
f Bulgaria,’? and insisted upon ‘the 
Prince. of Bulgaria.’”’ This demand 
yeing conceded, she now demands that 
he term of the Prince’s rulership,  in- 
stead of being for life shall be limited 
‘0 five years. If this concession be also 
vyyanted she will formulate a new condi- 
sion to-morrow, and thus prolong the 
srisis. The cause of this stubborn re- 
fusal by Russia to accept the Bulgarian 
Union as an accomplished fact, is a sub- 
ject of much anxious speculation. It is 
well known that the Czar has a candidate 
for the throne of Bulgaria in the per-

MORRISON'S TARIFF BILL. 
Probability That the Measure WIll Receive 
Considerable Modification and Alteration 


Before It Leaves the Hands of the Com: 

mittee on Ways and Means. , 

WASHINGTON, March 21.—It is probable 
a radical change will be made in Con- 
gressman Morrison’s tariff bill now under 
consideration in the ways and means com- 
mittee. So far the Democratic: majority 
have stood out unitedly against any ma 
terial alterations of the bill, and the 
features touching iron and other ores as 
well as the manufactured metal products 
have been adopted by the affirmative votes 
of the committee. Colonel Morrison 
realizes, however, from the expressions 
privately of Mr. Randall and the high tariff 
Democrats who follow his lead that 
they will fight the bill, and the Demo. 
cratic majority is not big enough to stand 
their defection. Recognizing this fact, 
Colonel Morrison will probably consent 
to such changes in the — bill as -will leave 
Mr. Randall and his associates no excuse 
for opposition. The Pennsylvania objec- 
tions apply mainly to the iron features of 
the bill, soit is under consideration ‘to 
take out of the bill the proposed addi- 
tions to the free list of iron and all the 
other ores, 

It is also proposed to drop entirely 
those parts of the bill reducing the tariff 
on all classes of metal products, on glass 
and on pottery. This robs the bill of 
some of its most striking characteristics, 
and to give it some feature of strength to 
wool will

dutics. It has always been stated, and 
the tarif€é commission took this position, 
that the specific duties on woolen goods 
were given ag compensation to the manu- 
facturers for the duty on raw wool.

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THE. SWEDISH DIET. 


Opening It With Impressive Royal 
Ceremonies, 








The Diet answers to the American 
Congress, being composed of two 
Chambers. The second Chamber has 
two hundred and fifty members, elected 
every two years, while the first Cham- 
ber has one hundred and fifty, elected 
every four years. In appearance they 
resemble very much any deliberative 
body selected from the mass of the 
people. Many of them have the air of 
well-to-do business men or farmers, 
while here and there you can pick out 
& professional man from the greater 
ease injhis bearing and-his readiness 
in debate. Altogether, however, they 
are a solid, substantial and worthy- 
looking body of men. The opening of 


the Diet, or Riksdag, as it is called in 
Swedish, is.always an important event, 
and is attended with great ceremony, 
as it is the one occasion of the year in 
which the King assumes the crown 
and scepter, and, clad in his kingly 
robes, ascehds the silver throne and 
personally delivers the opening ad- 
dress. One also sees, provided he be 
fortunate enough to be invited to be 
present, all that is ceremonial and im- 
pressive in a royal court. In addition 
to the King and his family, the open- 
ing ceremonies are attended by the 
state Ministers, all the principal offi- 
cers of the palace, the leading officers 
of the army and navy, the chamber- 
lains, attendants, gentlemen-in-wait- 
ing and the diplomatic corps. Each 
individual man is in uniform, gay in 
brilliant colors: and trappings, -and 
many of them having their breasts 
covered with decorations earned for 
meritorious services in their country’s 
interest. The ceremony always takes 
place in the grand hall of the palace, a 
room built expressly for the purpose, 
which, upon the occasion of yesterday, 
was filled with as brilliant a gathering 
of ladies and gentlemen as a most 
formal and ceremonious court could 
bring together. There was nothing 
simple xbdut ‘it, but, upon the con- 
trary, it was as imposing and impress- 
ive as hutmah display could make it, 
presenting“a spectacle at once novel 
and interesting. 

At eleven o'clock in the morning the 
two Chambers attended church in a 
body, and upon the conclusion of di- 
vine service repaired to the hall, where 
they awaited the coming of the King. 
My invitation reqhired me to be pres- 
ent at twelve’ @clock, and knowing 
that an invitation from a King means a 
eommand, I was prompt in my attend- 
ance, although it was a fnll half hour 
before the trumpets sounded the ap- 
proach of his Selene, and we re- 
paired to the gallery in the hall re- 
served for our accommodation. The 
evidences of the coming event were to 
be seen by the great crowds of people 
on the streets leading to the palace, 
and in and about the court. I have 
often been impressed with the orderly 
conduct of a Swedish crowd. They 
are a quiet, well-behaved and orderly 
people, making no bign of approval or 
disapproval, but quietly satisfying 
their inordinate curiosity by silently 
standing and looking at what may be 
seen. If there is any enthusiasm it is 
all —_ up and never permitted to un- 
cork itself after the fashion of Ameri- 
cans. 

The stairway leading from the court 
to the room in which I was received is 
a broad, winding one, and on this oc- 
casion contained two rows of uni- 
formed guards, with crested helmets, 
at a present arms. Through this line 
of soldiery.the visitors passed to a 
spacious reception room adjoining the 

eat hall. In this room were sta- 
tioned the gentlemen-in-waiting, in 
brilliant colored uniforms, who waited 
the approach of the royal procession, 
and preceded it to the hall. Every or- 
der is by rank and precedent, and as 
every one knows his or her place there 
is no confusion or scrambling for yan- 
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Turkish rug. The members sat in thel 
auditorium on raised seats, the first 
Chamber to the right and the second 
to the left of the, aisle running 
from the open space to the rear of the 
room. In the gallery opposite tothe 
one it was my privilege to occupy sat 
the Crown Princess and the ladies of 
the court. She is a most ious and 
amiable woman, greatly admired by all 
classes for the extreme sweetness. and 
benignity of her disposition. As each 
member of the court passed into the 
hall and took his appointed place, he 

aused for a moment, looked up at the 

rincess, and saluted her after the mil- 
itary fashion, which was recognized by 
a gentle inclination of the head. After 
all of the Ministers, officers, ete., had 
filed in a detachment of guards, known 
as Charles XII. satalites, marched in 
and were placed in the aisle spoken of 
above. They wore dark-blue frock 
uniforms, surfaced with yellow, with 
ye.low-trimmed hats and gauntlet 


pos of the same saffron hue. Fol- 
owing these came the pages, bare- 


headed, dressed in green silk uniforms, 
with white stockings, clasped by a blue 
ribbon at the knee. Two heralds came 
next, bearing maces, followed by the 
attendants on Prince Eugenie, the 
youngest son, who headed the royal 

rocession. The Prinec wore around 
his shoulders a long robe of blue vel- 
vet, ornamented with crowns, and a 
crown upon his head. His three elder 
brothers came next in order, wearing 
similar mantles, the tails of which were 


borne, by the chamberlains, the 
Crown Prince being distinguished 
by having two, while but one 


performed this office for the other 
princes. They took their seats on 
either side of the throne, and as soon 
as they were seated the grand master 
of ceremonies, with his mace, came in, 
followed by the King and his attend- 
ants. His Majesty wore a scarlet vel- 
vet robe trimmed with ermine, with a 
large ermine collar about his shoulders; 
upon his head was a crown set in bril- 
liants, rubies and sapphires, while in 
his right hand he carried a scepter, and 
in his left a roll of manuscript. Three 
chamberlains bore up his robe while 
others accompanied him on either side. 
As soon as he had taken his seat upon 
the throne the mace-bearer struck the 
floor once, turned to the King, made a 
low bow, when his Majesty without 
further formality unfolded his manu- 
script and commenced to read his ad- 
dress. ‘The King has a magnificent 
voice, and brought some little dra- 
matic effect into his reading, which, 
from the opening sentence of ‘‘Good 
Gentlemen and Swedish men,’’ to its 
close was listened to with marked at- 
tention. The reading did not occupy 
more than fifteen minutes, after which 
the respective presidents of the two 
Chambers made brief responses, the 

and master of ceremonies again sa- 
uted the King, turned to the members 
of the Diet, struck the floor with his 
mace, and the ceremony was at an end. 
The order of departure was the same 
as observed in entering the hall—each 
person again saluting the King and 
Crown Princess. 


adds very much to the dignity of this 
very formal ceremony. In stature he is 
six feet two inches, well proportioned, 
and bears himself. with an ease and 
grace, which, while in some degree natu- 
ral, has been supplemented by his long 
military training. It was very notice- 
able that in all this brilliant gathering 
of men who have passed their lives in 
the atmosphere of the court, he was by 
far the most gracious and kingly in his 
presence of them all. I can make no 
comparisons, but I involuntarily re- 
called the magnificent manner of Ed- 
win Forrest as the only thing approach- 
ing the real scene being enacted under 
my eyes. All in all it was a spectacle 
never to be forgotten. It was the 
pomp and circumstance of royalty giv- 
ing expression to its imposing charac- 
ter on the one hand, and an exhibition

—Hogs do well and fatten readily on

—An excellent recipe for removing 
t or grease spots from garments is 
— four fa smartbants Fr alcohol 
with a tablespoonful of salt. Shake 
the whole well together, and apply with 
a brush or sponge.— Exchange. 

—Vinaigrette sauce is made by put: 
ting salt and pepper in a shallow dish 
and pouring vinegar over’them, a little 
at a time, beating constantly. While 
beating, add olive oil aJso, little by 
little, and then chopped pereiey. lf 
this sauce is used with cold meat, add 
mustard to the pepper and salt.— Zhe 
Caterer.” 

—A much heavier sod and larger 
growth of either pasture or hay is gb- 
tained by sowing different kinds” ot 
grass seed on the same field. Each will 
find the kind of soil and plant food 
best adapted to its vigorous growth, 
and thus prevent vacant spaces, which 
are only filled as nature occupies them 
with noxious weeds.— Western Rural. 


Cultivator sends in the folowing recipe 
for breaking up the sitting habit of 
hens: Shut up the hen in a close coop, 
feed as much Indian meal at a time as 
can be rubbed into a quantity of hog’s 
lard the size of an egg. Continue 
this regimen for three or four days, and 
the most inveterate sitter will be cured. 

—Bread griddle-cakes are excellent, 
and may be made of stale bread. Soak 
a small bow] of bread over night in 
milk. In the morning mix half a cup- 
ful of flour, jnto which is put one and 
one-half teaspoonfuls of baking pow- 
der, with one quart of milk, three 
well-beaten eggs and a little salt. Beat 
up the bread with this batter until it is 
very light, and fry a delicate brown, 
The batter should be thick.—Doston 
Bulletin. 

—Dusty hay should always be well 
shaken. If this can not be done it 
should be dampened. For horses noth- 
ing but clean hay should be used, or 
the result will be heaves, a disease 
which is seldom cured. The straw 
may be economically mixed with hay if 
the mixture is passed through a cutter. 
The best method of feeding ground 
grain is to mix it with cut feed. Dam- 
aged hay may be best utilized as bed- 
ding, as it should not be fed at all.— 
Albany Journal. 


—It is sometimes a difficult matter 
to ventilate bedrooms properly. Open- 
ing a window often causes a draft that 
may be more injurious than air less 
pure. A very simple ventilator, which 
allows a free current of air without 
producing a draught, may be made by 
any one. Have a piece of inch board, 
four inches or more in width, cut to fit 
the window casing. It should be long 
enough to preclude any draught enter- 
ing on either side. Raise the window 
and rest it on the top of the board so 
that no air may pass between the sash 
and the board. A free current of air 
will then pass between the upper and 
lower sash to comfortably ventilate the 
room.—Chicago Herald. 


BEADED GARNITURE. 


. Jet Trimmings of Long Slender Tassels to 
Be Restored to Favor. 

, set and colored iridescent beads, also 
brown wood..beads for brown dresses, 
are again imported in galloons that 
have straight edges, or else with one 
edge only scalloped and the upper edge 
straight, te form dog-collars and cuits, 
and also in ‘very large ornaments that 
will cover the entire back of mantles, 
or else their fronts in vest shape. A 
novel combiuation is that of oxidized 
silver with jet beads, leaves or antique 
beads of the silver being set in the 
midst of jet beads of different sizcs, 
some fine and some seed-like, others 
large and flat as nail heads, and many 
cut to droop in flower shapes, or lixe 
bangles, sequins, ete. As jetis to be 
used on colored dresses, it is found 
combined with colored beads, especially 
with garnets and with finely cut steel 
beads. Another novel way of introduc- 
ing a little color amid jets is that of 
adding clusters of real seeds, such as 
linseed and the seeds of the fir-tree. 
Cashmere colors in single ornaments 
and in galloons are shown in the small- 
est fine beads like mosaie bits. The 
rosary carved beads are now most seen 
in brown shades, end are very effective 
in the new leather trimmings that are 

alloons made of narrow Icather strips 

raided together and dotted with these 
beads. There are also undressed kids 
of natural beige shades, cut in very fine 
strips, and made up in balls, fringes 
and galloons with wood beads and also 
with glass. Steel-colored glass beads 
and other colored crystal beads are 
effective trimmings and are to be used 
alike on bonnets and on dresses. Paris- 
iennes consider jet trimmings as ap- 
propriate for colored wool dresses us 
Amexcans do for their best black silks, 
and use them on bronze, brown or blue 
woolens, Grenadines or fine nets with 
fine jet beadsin the meshes,or in ‘‘all- 
over’ designs, are again seen among 
the newest goods. Jet trimmings of 
long slender tassels promise to be re- 
stored to favor, and there are many 
mixtures of colored beads, such as gar- 
net, bronze or stee), with jet in fringes. 

Bronze beads and copper beads of dif- 
ferént shades are about to supersede 

the gilt beads so much used last year.— 
H@fper’s Bazar.
